That the order waa a forgery won hi 
be proved beyond a doubt. With regard to 
lb* evidence of tier Bocoxnpliee, tha Law rrapact- 
Ing approvsa-* waa now pretty well understood. 
Oj course the evidanea of s man who went in- 
to the witness UoK to proclaim his own Infamy 
miastalwaya bs received with suspicion ; but 
he took it the jury might tin it a prisoner guilty 
— uf th* approver alone, Ths 
ilwtea know lb* 
ll ; hot it might 
b* that he might ebaigc any on* with the 
crime who waa utterly Ignorant of it. and his 
evidence would be aa good ugalnsL on* as ano- 
ther.
